W A SH IN G T O N —Aim *st as interesting as the 
military secrets he re v e ale d — which cannot be 
told—was the human side of Gen. Dwight Eisen­ 
hower as he briefed the House Armed Services 
and Foreign Affairs committee on his recent 
trip to Europe. 
Ike impressed congressmen with his honesty 
and humility during the closed-door session. 
There wasn’t a member present— Democrat or 
Republican— who wasn’t solidly in his corner 
when it was over. 
Probably t; e best compliment was paid by 
articulate Carl Vinson of Georgia, House Armed 
Services chairman, who didn’t open his mouth 
once during the entire meeting. As one con­ 
gressman remarked: “ A guy has to be good to 
make Carl, who dominates all our meetings, 
take a back seat.” 
Eisenhower reported that Europeans generally 
were “ determined” to fight communism, with 
our help, but he a ided that we should not adopt 
a “ mendicant attitude” toward Germany or any 
other nation, as though they, are doing us a 
favor 
by 
fighting 
their 
own 
battles 
against 
Soviet aggression. 
“ I’m the kind of a guy who would rattier go 
down with 
my 
flag nailed 
to the masthead, 
fighting for v. hat I believe in.” he emphasized. 
“ Those we aie helping must show the same 
spirit.” 
Ike also told 
the closed-door meeting that 
Marshal Zhukov, former Soviet commandant in 
Berlin, was in bad with the Kremlin, appar­ 
ently because of a too-friendly attitude toward 
Western powers. 
“ Back in the days when I knew him, Zhukov 
was 
hand-in-glove 
with 
Stalin,” 
Eisenhower 
said. “ But the last I heard of him, he was rid­ 
ing around in an old Ford that could use a 
repair job.” 


Future of Foot Soldier 
While Ike was stressing the importance of 
sea and air power, GOP Rep. Carroll Reece of 
Tennessee inquired if he wasn’t “ minimizing” 
the importance of the foot soldier. 
“ I don’t want to be understood at any time 
as 
minimizing 
the 
responsibility 
and 
ability 
of the doughboy.” Eisenhower replied quickly. 
“ No fight has ever been won without him. The 
air force and the navy get the cheers, but tne 
doughboys get the white crosses in the ground.” 
At one point when he felt that he was grow­ 
ing preachy, Ike grinned: “ If I sound philoso­ 
phical, just remember that I have been a college 
president.” 
But he didn’t sound like a college president 
a moment later, when stressing the importance 
of unity with our European Allies, he said: 
“ We’d be in a hell of a fix—” 
Then he apologized to congresswomen Frances 
Bolton of Ohio and Edna Kelly of New York. 
One congressman, alluding to Ike’s statement 


that the European people were “ determined” 
to carry on the fight against communism, asked 
him the reason. Chief of Staff General Alfied 
Gruenther broke in to answer the question. 


“ Ike himself is chiefly responsible,” he said. 
“ He sold the Europeans on the idea that we 
couldn’t help them much unless they had the 
will to fight for their own saivation.” 
“ That’s the first time in my life that a chief 
of staff has ever embarrassed me.” commented 
Eisenhower.

Measles was at one time considered a “ neces­ 
sary” childhood disease— as inevitable as a 
child’s first tooth or his first steps. Some mothers 
would actually expose their little one to the 
illness, and others did nothing to keep their 
youngsters aw ay from children who had the 
contagious disease because it 
was considered 
a relief to have measles “ over and done with.” 
The majority of parents today realize that 
although a common childhood disease, measles 
can be a very serious one—mainly because of 
the giave complications which can follow it. 
Actually, doctors warn that the likelihood of 
complications is high with children under two 
years of age who contract inca>les. These com­ 
plications 
(’an 
mean 
permanent 
injury 
to 
a 
child’s respiratory system. 
Moreover, far from being a “ light” illness, 
measles can reduce a child’s body resistance so 
low that he is an easy prey to broncho-pneu - 
monia, mastoid and ear infections, and even 
tuberculosis. 
Measles may occur at any time of the year 
but the disease seems to reach epidemic pro­ 
portions most frequently in February and March. 
The disease, caused by a tiny virus, is spread 
easily from person to person through direct con­ 
tact. The virus is carried in the droplets of 
moisture sprayed into the air when the victim 
of measles coughs, sneezes, or even as he laughs 
and talks. There is no specific preventive against 
measles although reecntly there has been in use 
a discovery which can lessen 
the possibility 
of grave complications from the disease. It is 
a seium known as “ globulin,” developed from 
blood or blood plasma. 
The symptoms of measles resemble those of a 
cold, with the victim suffering from sneezing, a 
cough, a running nose, and sometimes a slight 
fever. The tell-tale red spots appear fust inside 
the mouth, where they are known as Koplik 
spots, then on the face, neck, and chest, and 
spread rapidly to the rest of the body. 
The mother who knows that her child has 
been exposed to measles or is getting the disease 
should put him to bed and call the doctor at 
once. If the child has the measles, prompt medical 
care may enable him to waid off possible severe 
complications. 


Although 
measles 
can 
be 
serious 
for 
a n y 
child or adult who contracts it. special measures 
should be taken to protect the child between 
six months and two years of age. Aftei 
six 
months, the baby loses his “ birth immunity” 
to measles and may be vulnerable to the disease. 
Measles should never be treated lightly or 
neglected. Without prompt and proper medical 
care, measles can seriously impair a person’s 
health for life.
